When (as the Pſalmiſt deſcribing ſuch bleſ- 
ſed Times) our Sons may grow up, as the young Plants;

Sight? And when only the Tabret and Harp are heard 
in our Streets; Is not this a ſweet and pleaſant Sound ?

Do 
not we pay great Taxes and Aſſeſſments for carrying on 
this War? Therefore, how can we be ſaid to be in Peace? 
Is this the Face of War or Peace that we ſee ? | 

I anſwer to ſuch Perſons, That if they cannot tell how 
we may be ſaid to be at Peace at Home, I with that they 
could have but a ſhort View of what hath been tranſacted 
ſome few Years paſt, and is now doing, Abroad, in France, 

' Flanders, Germany, Spain, Italy, and many other Places of Eu- 
rope, the horrible Devaſtations, the bloody Aceldama's, or 
Fields of Blood, they could not but come Home, and, on 
their bended Knees, humbly praiſe God, that the Seat of 
War doth not lie in our Iſland of Great Britain, and devoutly 
and heartily acknowledge, Deus nobis bec otia fecit. That 
notwithſtanding our being engaged in a juſt War Abroad, 
yet God hath mercifully given to us the Enjoyment of Peace 
and Tranquillity, in the State and Church, at Home. 
Seeing therefore our Almighty and Moſt merciful God, 
of his great Grace and Goodneſs, hath, from time to time, 
beſtow'd upon us ſuch Kings and Queens, and Subordinate . 
Magiſtrates, in Authority, as by whom we have led, and

Timbrels and Dances, Verſe 20. And ſuch was Pebprebs 
Song for her Victory over Jabin, King of Canain,. Tat, I 
Thus Pfal., 149. 5, 6. Let ;the Saint, be joyful, ler rhens ſong 4 
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aloud upon their Beds; Let the high Praiſes of God "be in their 
Mouth; or, as the Margin reads it from the Hebrew, in their 
Tbroat. Thus a well-tun'd Soul ſhould be in the fame ex. 
cellent and lofty Strain. The Heart, as much as may be, 
ſhould be enlarged and lifred up to God in Chearfulneſs and 
Praiſe, when we are going up to the Houſe of God, to par- 
take in' his Ordinances, and the Communion of his Peo- 
le. This Joy and Rejoycing, the Holy Scriptures would 
ave ſo great, as withal to have it ſo exemplary, that it 
may ſerye as a Pattern to expreſs greateſt Joy. Thus Vi 
30. 29. Te ſhall have 2 Song, as'in the Night, when a holy Sclem- 
nity is kept, and gladneſs of Heart, as when one goeth with 'a

Feaſts ; It was with Pipes, and Singing, and much Re- 
joycing, in the Way, as they came. Thus King D. vid, in 
one of the Pſalms of Degrees, faith, I was glad when they ſaid Pal. 
unto me, Let us go into rhe Houſe of the Lord; Our Feet ſhall © 
ſtand within thy Gates, O Feruſalem ; ſpoken by him, as In- 
terpreters conceive, when now being eſtabliſhed King over 
Iſrael, 2 Sam. 5. his firſt Work was to eſtabliſh” God's Ark 
and Ordinance, Chap. 6. which. although for a time hin- 
dred, yet when at laſt accompliſhed, that the Ark was ſet- 
tled in Sion, that they might go Hand in Hand, up to 
God's Ark and Mountain ; he was fo glad, that he could 
not keep in, but muſt needs ſing, and tell all, He was gl 
when they ſaid, Come, let us go into the Houſe of the Lord. And 
we read in the 5th Verſe of that 6th Chapter of the ſecond :
